SIC! CHAIRMAN STABBED IN BACK 

On August 12th, I underwent back surgery for a ruptured disc at the L3-L4 level. I'd 
suddenly developed severe back pain in mid-July, and then the pain began running down 
my right leg. I had all the latest scientific diagnoses, including magnetic resonance 
iniaging 0EI ? sy and s uyelogram x-ray, but these only shc-ad s soft disc pressing on 
my nerve. When the surgeon got inside, he found that the ruptured disc was very old, 
and had turned hard as rock. It was somewhat of a miracle that the pain had only begun 
now, although I'd had episodes of two or three days of back pain about once every two 
years for the past 30 years. Anyway, a simple 40-minute operation turned into three 
hours H on the table" as they had to use an electric drill to cut open the disc and free 
the trapped nerve.

There was a mountain to climb 
as I had to negotiate the 32 steps to our top-floor apartment,* Once home, I was not 
allowed to go up or down the steps for six more days. Then, I was allowed to take walks 
in the neighborhood, but was still forbidden to ride in a car for another six days, for 
fear that the car might hit a speed bump or pothole and tear open my stitches. So, it's 
been a long, slow road to recovery. However, every day it seems that the pain is lessen- 
ing, and I f m able to walk a bit better. Heavy lifting will be out for keeps, but other- 
wise it looks like I'll be making a good recovery, fabwt a yec^&ry^ ^a^re csme(

if you're reading this you know th^t I am again able to publish.

I had hoped to drive up to Harris burg to visit AvalonCon II on August 1st, but ray 
back had gone out on me, and I couldn't go. I'm sorry I missed seeing some of our 
East Coast Tournament players, but I do have some results for you.

The hope is that by being part of a larger group, we will attract 
more novice players, some of whom may join the Postal hobby. >fliile I have no doubt 
our presence at PacifiCon will bring in a larger number of tournament players, past 
history has shown that veiy few of these people will join the Postal hobby. The *93 
Con will be held over the labor Day weekend, which will make it the latest DipCon ever 
held. It also conflicts with Hie World Science Fiction Con, being held the same week- 
end in Downtown Frisco.

TRANSPORTATION IMPBOVEffiMTS ON THE WAT (Held over from July issue) 

As many of you know, the new Baltimore light Rail system openeijthe 14-mile segment 
from Timonium to Camden Sta. (and the new ballpark) to regular service en May 15th. 
On August 15th, another 3-aile section south from Camden Sta. to PatajPsco Ave., at 
the City line, will open. In August 1993* this line will be extended another six 
stations southward to Glen ^urnie. Eventually, there will be spurs to Baltimore- 
teshington Airport in the south, to Perm Sta. (AMTRAK) just north of Downtown, and 
to the Hunt Valley Jfell and industrial park in the far north. This will give the 
area 29 miles of modern light rail service. 

Old BU3HWACKER readers will recall that I occasionally listed some of the forthcoming 
rail passenger improvements on the way in that zine. Here are a few more: 

June & July 1992: Virginia Railway Express brings commuter rail service from Manassas 
and Fredericksburg, Va., to Washington's union Station. It's 55 miles from Fredericks- 
burg (former site of MaryCons) to Downtown B.C. At first 9 there will only be rush- 
hour service, but midday service is expected to be offered before December. 

Fall 1992: Subway connection south of the Chicago Loop will bring North-South main- 
line trains from Howard St. to 95th St. on the Dan %an line* This will be the most 
heavily used transit line in Chicago, The lightly-used Lake St. elevated trains will 
remain on the structure and serve the Englewood and Jackson Park lines on the South Side. 

Spring 19932 New Chicago subway line to Lftdway Airport (9.2 miles) opens, running 
around the famous Loop structure. Only 39 years after it was planned 1 

June 1993* Los Angeles Red line subway opens from Union Sta. to wilshire Blvd. This 
is second stage of modern transit system for L.A., where the auto has been god, 

July 19932 1 8-raile light rail system opens in St. Louis all the way from Lambert 
Field to East St. Louis, HI. The old interurban route across the Mississippi had 
been preserved for 35 years awaiting the return of passenger trains. 

Fall 1993s Washinton Metro service begins on Green line from Ft. letten to Greenbelt 
(8 miles). This will be a shuttle service from Red Line sta. at Ft. Totten until the 
missing link to Downtown D.C. is completed sometime around the year 2001 # Yes, this 
will cc meet with U. of Maryland College Park campus, site of future AtlantiCons.
